brought up the rear, There was a brief 
ceremony at the tomb where the Reve Mr. 
Davies performed the Masonic rité. George 
Vashington, initiated in Frederidksburg, 
Lodge No. 4, Fredericksburg, Va., November 
4, 1752; passed March 3, 1753; raised 
August , 1753.
